Most of us living in 
these cursed places are veter- 
ans of the last war. 

Any kind of a house would be 
far superior to these pig-pens; 
which because of a fancy dress 
are considered first class accom- 
modation by the housing author- 
ities. 

Admitted we have water—but 
where? We have a toilet, too—but 
where? 

At the Prince of Wales Arm- 
ory, five families are crowded 
into one hut; a thin plaster par- 
tition serves as the dividing wall 
between each room, each room 
averaging five to-a family. I 
won't mention the bath—there 
isn't any! 

In the winter we have to throw 
all clothing on the furniture be- 
cause the frost ruins everything 
hung on the so-called walls. The 
same frost has a propensity for 
heaving the floor; which at the 
best, is of a spungy substance, 
thus causing one to pick ones 
way about the room to avoid 
going through the foundation. 

In the summer we smoke each 
other out by burning the garbage 
just outside the hut—and what 
garbage! It must be admitted, 
however, that a few people who 
have come into the city within 
the last year have been lucky 
enough to get a wartime house. 
(Personally, I would like to 
know how they get them, I have 
been trying to get a house ever 
since my discharge in October 
1945.)

The decision of the 19-natlon 
conference in New Delhi marks 
a turning point in the history of 
the world. 

Under the leadership of India, 
governments representing more 
than one-third the membership of 
UN, and more than half the popu- 
lation of the world, have agreed 
unanimously on three points: 

1, The Dutch armies should tm- 
mediately release the imprisoned 
leaders of the Indonesian Repub- 
lic and by March 15, 1949, retire 
to the positions they held before 
their recent aggression. 

2. Free elections should be held 
next autumn. 

3. The Dutch should hand over 
effective power and take their ar- 
mies home to Holland by next 
January 1, 


Order To 


Vacate 

In effect, the 19 nations of the 
southeastern quarter of the earth 
have declared a new variation of 
the Monroe Doctrine. The East 
has told the Western overlord: 
“Get out or be thrown out!” 

They have said that ALL Euro- 
pean imperialist powers must do 
by consent or compulsion what 
Britain freely did for India, Pak- 
istan and Burma—let those held 
in colonial bondage go free. 

They have politely handed the 
Dutch imperialists their hats, but 
just to make sure that those im- 
perialists do not mistake polite- 
ness for weakness, they have put 
a time limit on the departure. 

The Dutch imperialists can, 
therefore, take their choice. 
Fither they can agree to the emi- 
mently fair, face-saving, reason- 
able program of the 19-nation con- 
ference, or accept the certainty 
that their refusal to do so will 
transform India’s moral resistance 
into active, physical, even military 
help for the oppressed, 

Up till now the armies of the 
Indonesian Republic have been 
poorly armed, They have had 
fewer than one rifle for every 
two men. They have had little 
ammunition. They have had no 
heavy war material of any kind. 

If the Dutch imperialists are 
foolish enough to “shoot it out,” 
there is no doubt of the outcome,

With the help of India, the Indo- 
nesian forces of liberation could 
finally chase the outsiders into 
the sea. 

Canada should face the impti- 
cations of the Indonesian em- 
broglio with firm foresight, 

Holland is one of the countries 
of Western Europe which we are 
to be asked to guarantee against 
future possible aggression, The 
Conservative, Liberal and OCF 
Parties, in their recent conven. 
tions, have all declared in favor 
of the general principle of 
Canadian membership in such an 
Atlantic Alliance, But this was 
before the dastardly aggression 
by the Dutch in Indonesia. 

Many Canadians, of whom I 
am one, would strenuously op- 
pose membership by Canada in 
any alliance which committed us 
to send arms or men once again 
to fight for the Dutch against 
theoretical future aggression 
while meanwhile over 100,000 
Dutch soldiers were on the far 
side of the earth engaged in 
actual aggression. 


Moral 
Contest 


The Dutch aggression tin Indo 
nesia has figuratively knifed the 
Western Democracies in the back 
in their moral contest with world 
Communism. 

If the Dutch militarists had 
been bribed by the Kremlin to 
do the very thing in the one spot 
and at the one time which would 
work best for the Communists, 
they could not have acted more 
in the Communist interest than 
they did. 

For under the leadership of the 
democratic leaders of the Indo- 
nesian Republic there was every 
prospect that Indonesia would 
stand much as India stands—not 
necessarily in the Western camp 
for war, but certainly in the West. 
ern camp if the West really gets 
busy to organize for world peace. 

If Indonesia now has to win 
her freedom by guerrilla warfare, 
it will surely be a Communist 
Indonesia which will emerge; and 
if the UN double-crosses unlib- 
erated Asia by letting this hap- 
pen, that fact will tend to throw 
even mighty India into the arms 
or Russia, too.

Daily cost per adult patient dur- 
indg 1948 was $8.12 as compared to 
$6.90 in 1947, the treasurer's report 
revealed. 

In comparison, total expenditure 
for 1947 was $997,504.65 and total 
net revenue was $816,151.94, result- 
ing in an earned deficit for that 
year of $181,352.71. 

A loss of $49,000 was sufeered by 
the hospital on accounts payable by 
the Provinciul government, Treas- 
urer Murray Ross told the board 

These accounts are principally 
for the treatment of maternity and 
pensioner patients, for which the 
allowance made by the Provincial 
government covers only 828 per 
cent of the cost of treatment re 
ceived.
